were to reach toe midpoint at 
1 ;39 PST when their spaceship 
Yankee Clipper Is 129,633 miles 
from both earth and moon. 
That is shortly after they are 
to awaken from a long sleep. 
They retired ahout 2 a.m . aft­ 
e r an 18-hour day In which they 
shook off the effects of a fright­ 
ening elect» ical surge during 
their Friday launch at Cape 
Kennedy. 
Commander Conrad, who said

They found all system s were 
intact and Apollo 12 -ontinusd 
toward the moon and m an's sec­ 
ond lunar landing.

tomatically return them to earth 
if they took no further action.

Thousands Protest War 
With Washington March

WASHINGTON (AP) -M assed 
thousands of war protesters 
m arched down 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue today trying to carry 
their end-the-war m essage to 
President Ntxon. 
Although the clim actic event 
of the three-day antiwar demon­ 
stration in the capital began 
with no outward signs of trou­ 
ble, the Army stepped up p re­ 
parations to deal with any vio­ 
lence. 
A splinter group of demon­ 
stra to rs shattered the tran - 
qu&llty of the protest Friday 
night in a rock-throwing con­ 
frontation 
with police 
that 
brought a barrage of tear gas 
In response. Authorities planto 


deal swiftly with any new out­ 
breaks today. 
The Army alerted several thou 
sand 
more troops for quick 
movement into the city to back 
up the 9,000 paratroopers and 
Marines 
already 
occupying 
most of the main government 
buildings. 
But it was a singing, chanting 
throng 
that 
led 
off the big 
m arch, bundled In bright jack­ 
ets and scarves in 30-degree 
weather. 
Sen. 
Eugene 
McCarthy, D- 
Minn., the hero of the antiwar 
group during the 1968 presiden­ 
tial campaign, Sen. Charles E. 
Goodell R-N.Y., M rs. Martin 
Luther King J r., and folk sing­ 
e rs Pete Seeger and ArloGuth- 


rie w ere among those in the 
lead. 
Just before the march began, 
McCarthy told those assembling 
at the foot of the Capitol they 
were a better m easure of the 
feeling in the country against 
the war than the 52,000 te le ­ 
gram s the White House has said 
it received supporting Nixon s 
policy. 
Leaders of today’s carefully 
planned demonstration had won 
their m arching perm it with a 
prom ise of nonviolence. They 
quickly disavowed the actions of 
the m ilitant group—estim ated 
by police at upwards of 3,000— 
whose illegal march triggered 
the first disorder of the th ree- 
day antiwar campaign. 


Mass March In San Francisco

In a private letter answ­ 
ering the charge», he has sworn 
to hi» bosses ■ "There ha» been 
no censorship by overseas com­ 
mand»." 
Tht» column, however, has 
received an outpouring of mall, 
calls, even a clandestine tape, 
denouncing Broger'» steward­ 
ship of the 350 radio and 90 TV 
stations that make up the Arm­ 
ed Force» Radio and Television 
service. 
"Suggest you kill CPI story 
about 22ndtactical. . . "read» 
a wire slipped to us from Eur­ 
opean 
Army Headquarter» to 
both Star» and stripe» and the 
Armed 1 orce» Network in Eur­ 
ope. Another authenticated doc­ 
ument directs: "No AP or UP1 
or any other story. . . to be 
aired" about a critical state­ 
ment on AFN policy.
